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SOME OF THE ART ATTRACTIONS OF NEW YORK. 



AS many persons who are strangers in New York will visit the Acad- 
emy Exhibition, it may be interesting to them to know what other 
Art Exhibitions are open to them in the city, and when and under what 
circumstances they can be visited — together with the most convenient 
routes to them from the region of the Academy. 

New York, as a city, possesses no permanent public gallery of paintings, 
and in that respect is behind, not only the capitals, but scores of the 
smaller European cities, and also many of our own cities. While Phila- 
delphia, Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati, Detroit, Milwaukee, St. Louis, 
Louisville — and other cities that might be named — already have or are 
beginning Art Museums which are practically the property of these re- 
spective cities; New York has nothing of the kind, except in the small 
collection of portraits of the Governors of New York which hang in the 
City Hall, and the interest the city may possess in the Metropolitan 
Museum, the Historical Society, and such other institutions as are in her 
midst. However, though New York, as a city, possesses no Art gallery, 
most of the finest pictures in America are owned in New York, in the 
numerous private galleries. 

Probably the nearest approach to a public gallery is to be found in the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, Central Park, Fifth Avenue and 
Eighty-Second St., (reached by Fourth Ave. surface cars or elevated 
railroad to Eighty-Fourth Street.) Here is a collection of " pictures by 
the Old Masters," comprising a few excellent originals, and some copies 
of varying degrees of merit — and a small permanent collection of modern 
pictures. The latter are exhibited in connection with the Museum's Loan 
Exhibitions, in which are usually to be seen fine examples of the works of 
the best artists, from many of the most noted collections in the country. 
These Loan Exhibitions are open from May to October, and from No- 
vember to April. The summer exhibitions are usually exceptionally fine' 
as many wealthy collectors are very willing to send their choicest pictures 
to the Museum — which is thoroughly fire-proof and well guarded — in 
preference to sending them to storage warehouses for the season. Be- 
sides the paintings, there are to be seen at the Museum various interest- 
ing collections, including the famous Cesnola collection of Cypriote 
Antiquities. — Admission free except on Mondays and Tuesdays, when 25 
cents is charged. 



The Lenox Library at Seventieth Street and Fifth Avenue— (Fourth 
Avenue surface, or Third Avenue elevated cars to 69th Street,) contains 
a collection of paintings by early English and American Artists and some 
fine modern works, including Munkacsy's " Milton Dictating Paradise 
Lost to his Daughters." The Library is open to the public, by ticket, on 
Tuesdays, Fridays, and Saturdays, from 11 a.m. until 4 p.m. Ticketsf 
admitting a specified number of visitors, may be obtained free, on previous 
application by postal card, addressed to the " Superintendent of the 
Lenox Library," Fifth Avenue and Seventieth Street. 

The New York Historical Society, Second Avenue and East 
Eleventh Street, contains the best existing collection of early American 
paintings, and a few originals and numerous copies of works of the Old 
Masters. There are 791 pictures, in well-lighted galleries, comprising the 
Bryan and Durr collections — illustrating the History of Painting from 
Christian Byzantine Art to the present time; the Luman Reed Col- 
lection, the collection of the old " New York Gallery " and many pictures 
donated" by artists and others. Visitors may obtain access to the galler- 
ies by a ticket procured from a member of the Society. 

The New York City Hall— Broadway, opposite Murray Street, 
City Hall Park — has in the Governor's Room, (open daily from 10 a.m. to- 
3.30 p.m.), a collection of portraits of Governors of the State, Mayors of 
> the City and other prominent personages. Many of the leading American 
portrait painters, particularly those of the early part of the century, are 
well represented here. Admission free — no card required. 

The Chamber of Commerce, 63 William street, owns a number of 
portraits painted by early American artists. Admission free, daily, dur- 
ing business hours . 

The American Art Union's galleries, at No. 44 East Fourteenth 
Street, Union Square, contain paintings, water colors and etchings by its 
members. The membership includes most of the leading American 
artists. Admission to the galleries, 25 cents, except to the annual sub- 
scribers to the Union, who are admitted free. Works in this exhibition 
are for sale. 

Gust a v Reichard & Co., at their art rooms, No. 226 Fifth Avenue, 
keep in their galleries a fine collection of American and foreign pictures 
for sale. Admission to the galleries; free. 

M. Knoedler & Co. , 170 Fifth Avenue, (the Goupil Gallery), have 
a large collection of foreign paintings for sale. Admission to the gallery, 
25 cents.
